‘transfers was greater than the average. The cause of this 


was that the zamindars -received no rent from their tenants 


owing to the failure of crops, but they had to pay the reve- 


“nue to the. Government, which they did by borrowing. The 
former kings were accustomed to remit the revenue in time 
of ‘difficulty, but the Government, far from granting any 
remissions, did not even suspend the payment for a year or 
two owing to financial pressure. However, it is a matter of 
satisfaction that the Government has now directed its atten- 


tion -towards improving | ‘the ‘condition of the agricultural 
classes. The writer then refers to the ‘Deccan Ryots’ Relief 
Bill, and remarks that, as in accordance with the provisions of 
the Bill, the power of. the money-lender to realise his debts 
will be greatly reduced, the agriculturists will not be able 
to borrow, and consequently will . not lose ‘their lands. The 
Bill is at present intended for the ‘relief of the cultivators 
in Madras (sic). If. it will ‘prove beneficial there, it will 
probably be. extended to other- parts of the “country. It is 
much needed in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh. 
Besides introducing g ‘the Bill i in question 3 in these provinoes, 
the Government shou! Wd make some arran gements: to reduce 
the heavy rates of interest which the cultivators have. to pay !

among the patients. The. satiitary arrangements should be 


improved. -Measures should be taken to prevent the people 


from using bad food. It is to be regretted that the lives of 
natives are ‘still under-rated, and for this both the Govern- 
ment and the people are to. blame The former does not 


adopt the right MORARTOR,: and the latter « are ignorant and 


obstinate.
